its busiest shipping day-—fewer steamers avail- 
able, and the recurring shortages of railway 
wagons at the AC se British ports served 
from the Liffey. The.kolding over of hundreds 
of animals and feeding and bedding them, if 
only for a night, in Dublin is a serious extra 
expense on the exporting traders of the city. 

The Price of Milk in Duibtin.—At the last 
meeting of the Exeeutive of the Town Tenants 
League in Dublin a resolution was passed view- 
ing with alarm the threatened increase in the 

price of milk from fourpence to fivepence per 
w—h an inerease which, in their opinion, was 
wholly unwarranted, and which, if persevered 
in, would place an unfair burden on the middle 
classes and the workers of Dublin, and deprive 
the children in many cases of their natural 
food. The Executive resolved that if this in- 
crease is persevered in to call a public meet- 
ing under the auspices of the Dublin City 
Branch to take steps to resist the increase. 

Garden Féte at Merrion.—On Saturday after- 
noon a garden féte was held at Sydney Lodge, 
Merrion, by kind permission of Mrs. West. The 

entertainment, which was organised by the 
Sandymount Aid Soldiers’ Wor Party, was 
most successful, over five hundred visitore 
attending. A large party of wounded soldiers 
was present, and was-hospitably entertained. A 
series ey half-hour concerts, organised by Miss 
Mulgrave and Mr. Mackell, was given in the 
drawingroom of the Ledge, and proved most 
enjoyable. Amongst those who contributed to 
the entertainment were a military glee party, 
who sang a number of selections. The arrange- 
ments for the afternoon were admirably carried 
out by the Hon. Secretary, Miss Tomlinson, who 
was indefatigable in looking after the comfort 
of the visitors. The organisation will benefit 
substantially from the support accorded to the 
function.

The Air Raid. 


The latest raid on England by German 
airships, thought to be twelve in number, 
has done more damage than was done in 
other recent raids. It*also involved the 
raiders themselves in specially heavy loss, 
for two—both of them large airships 
of a new pattern—were brought down in 
Essex. One fell in flames and was de- 
stroyed, together with its crew. The other 
came down whole, and its crew of twenty- 
two officers and men are prisoners. Both 
these vessels, like that which was brought 
down by Lieutenant Robinson three weeks 
before, appear to have been engaged 
in an attack on London. They, or 
others with them, were responsible 
not only for damage to property (not of 
military importance, but of some extent), 
but also for the infliction of civilian 
casualties in the London metropolitan 
area. There twenty-eight persons have 
been killed and ninety-nine injured. The 
only other casualties that are reported 
occurred in an East Midland town, where, 
also, a certain amount of property was 
destroyed. Distressing as is the loss of 
ir.nocent lives—a large proportion of the 
casualties were children—the moral effect 
of these raids is certainly not in favour of 
the enemy ; it only toughens the spirit 
the menaced population.

The 
fact is particularly galling to the German 
people because, if ever they allowed them- 
selves to take in view the chance of the 
defeat of the military forces which they 
have always regarded as their great 


| strength, they have always believed that 


at least England would be made to suffer a 
specially bitter penalty for her part in 
the war. land is suffering, in common 
with all the Allies, a heavy burden of loss 
in the process of ensuring that German 
militarism shall no longer be a menace 
to civilisation and, in particular, to the 
smmallér nations of Europe. . As 
strnggle wears on, however, Germany's 
power to wreak a specially vindictive 
vengeance on her English enemy becomes 
steadily more weak. 

We wonder whether Germans still read 
the imaginative story of the invasion of 
England which had such a great circula- 
tion among them during the first year of 
the war. Its effect can only be to 
emphasise for them the change that 
has come over the course of the great 
drama on which they unfolded the 
curtain more than two years ago, and 
which they expected to shape to so 
different an issue. Past and dead are 
the days of talking of a break through to 
Calais and Boulogne as a stage towards 
the subjugation of England. The Fleet, 
which was being held intact for the escort- 
ing of troop-transports across to the Enz- 
lish shore, might still be wholly intact had 
it not pursued other enterprises. It will 
not be wanted now for any such pur- 
pose. So long as there seemed to be 
a chance of destroying the Russian 
Armies or of driving Russia to sue 
for a separate peace, Germany may 
have clung to the hope of an effective 
invasion of England. Our best modern 
strategists have held that, even if it were 
a straight fight between Britain and Ger- 
many, the British Navy would be Britain's 
sure shield. At the same time it had 
always been necessary to take into con- 
sideration the event of a blow struck with- 
out warning—the transport and landing of 
troops before our Navy and Army had been 
mobilised. With the Navy mobilised, and 
new Armies in training, as they were in 
this war long before there was any possi- 
bility of Germany s being able to-throw 
her whole force westwards, the invasion 
of England could have had no success. 


| In the minds of a people and Staff flushed 


with a victory over Russia and—es an in- 
evitable consequence—over the French 
Army and the British Expeditionary 
Force on the Continent, plans for in- 
vasion might, nevertheless, have taken 
shape. When Germany failed to achieve 


‘| a decision in the east, an invasion of Eng- 


land passed definitely out of the range of 
practical warfare. The Navy has, in- 
deed, been the sure shield of these islands. 
By destroying Germany's sea-communica- 
tions and preserving those of the Allies, 
it has set a limit to Germany's develop- 
ment of strength—has, in fact, decreed a 
steady reduction of that strength—while 
it has enabled the Allies not only to de- 
velop their own resources, but to draw 
strength from all the ends of the earth. 
But for the British Navy and the freedom 
of the sea-highways, Russia might 
well have been unable to continue the 
struggle. Germany, unconfined on the 
east and able to draw from that direction 
abundant supplies, would have been free to 
throw against the Western Powers not only 
her immediate strength, but a strength 
nourished and increased by a thousand 
external resources.

Church and People. 


The National Mission of Repentance 
and Hope was opened in the East End of 
London on Saturday. The Mission may 
be described briefly as an attempt to 
strengthen the Church of England's 
spiritual hold on the people by making 
the fullest possible use of the stimulus 
of war. It is an admitted fact that 
during the last generation—a time of 
great material prosperity—the Church has 
failed to keep in touch with large classes 
of the people. The middle classes grew 
more careless and ease-loving, and the 
“week-end habit” played havoc with | 
attendance at Sunday . services. The 
working classes were absorbed in the per- 
petual conflict between capital and labour. 
They suspected that the Church, while 
‘ careful about their souls, was indifferent 
to the welfare of their bodies, and was, 
consciously or unconsciously, an ally of 
capital. It is to be feared that the 
Bishop of London's statement, on Satur- 
day, about the increased attendances at 
the churches in East London cannot be 
applied to many other large cities andy 
towns in Great Britain. The explana- 
tion of the increase in East London is,

The Sale of Bread. 


Judge Tindal Atkinson has just given 
a decision which has much importance 
for householders in Great Britain. A 
baker's bill on the 
ground that he had been served frequently 
with short-weight bread. The judge 
‘allowed the defence, and granted a de- 
duction of ten shillings from the baker's 
claim for £2 12s., on account. of the proved 
shortage of which the customer com- 
plained: The baker admitted that all his 
loaves were not weighed. His practice 
was to allow for evaporation by using 
2lbs. 2ozs. of dough for every 2lb. loaf. 
The custonier admitted that, while he had 
made written complaints to the baker, he 
had not asked that the bread should be 
weighed at the time of purchase. The 
judge held, however, that, when a cus- 
tomer orders a loaf of specified weight, 
the baker is bound to supply it—‘meither 
less nor more” : it is a confirmation of the 
well-known rule in Shylock’s case. This 
judgment means that a customer in Eng- 
land is bound to pay only for the actual 
weight of bread which he receives. It 
opens up a formidable vista of disputed 
bills. We do not know how far—if at 
all—the practice in Ireland is likely to 
be. affected by Judge Tindal Atkinson's 
ruling. “The Act of 1838, which governs 
the sale of bread in this country, decrees 
that bread shall be sold by weight, and 
in no other manner. The general prac- 


tice, however, is that bread is sold 
not so much by weight as on a 
scale of ‘prices. We ' gather from 


recent decisions in Ireland that the law 
recognises this custom, and—if the baker 
has given public notice that he observes 
it—dots not require the commercial 
weight to be more than approximately 
correct. It is certain, at any rate, that 
ninety-nine per cent. of the purchasers 
of ‘bread in Ireland have not troubled 
themselves hitherto with questions of 
exact weight. They will probably become 
more careful in the near future, for the 
American and Canadian wheat harvests 
are below the average, and there is no 
prospect of ‘an early reduction im the 
present high price of bread.

I saw the burning airship. fall miles 
away, and as it fell in flames through the 
air it looked just like a ball of light. | 
was puzzled for a moment by the appear- 
ancé of this object on the distant horizon, 
and watched for a few minutes longer to 
see if anything further happened. 
Suddenly, the sound of men cheermg 
broke on my ear, and I concluded that 1 
had seen an airship destroyed. The cheer- 
ing was followed by the loud hooting of 
syrens on the distant river adding their 
strains to the chorus of congratulation. 
The cheering, I found afterwards, came 
from the local police station, where the 
speciai constables were assembled in case 
of need. The news had also been com- 
municated to the wounded inmates of a 
Red Cross hospital near at hand, and they 
heartily joined in the cheers. In a few 
minutes the whole village was cheering. 
I am not certain as to the distance, but I 
imagine that the falling airship must have 
been some twelve or fifteen miles away. 

Most interesting rumours were afloat to- 
day concerning the second airship brought 
down. It is rumoured that an interesting 
passenger was on board, but as to the 
truth of the/story I am unable to say. It 
may be said that the captured airship is 
replete with Count Zeppelin's latest im- 
provements, and is a very fine example of 
its kind. 

The death roll in the London district 
has, unfortunately, been heavy.. That 
portion of the metropolis is generally occu- 
pied by small houses and _ villas, and 
bombs dropped anywhere, while doing no 
military damage, would be almost certain 
to injure private citizens and their homes. 
Probably it will be found that considerable 
less of life was due to the fact that many 
people were out in the streets. The night 
was fine and warm, and people poured out 
of their houses when the sound of aerial 
disturbance began. It was very dark and 
still, and the sound of the chatter of goo | 
voices in the darkness was curious an 
rather creepy. While there is the remotest 
prospect of seeing anything, people will 
remain out of doors. It may not be safe, 
but it is exciting. 

Much has been said in the past about 
the failure of the defensive system to 
guard London against Zeppelin attacks, 
but it would be unjust to deny that last 
night’s operations filled one with admira- 
tion. The manner in which the search- 
lights picked up the invaders and the 
speed with which the guns -immediately 
subjected them to an intense bombardment 
was wonderfully good. The airships 
seemed to shake under the fire and to en 
deavour to fly from the spot as quickly as 
possible. Lord French deserves hearty | 
thanks for the great advance made in this 
direction since he took the defence of Lon- 
don under his care. 

The news from our front in France con~ 
tinues to be of the best. More formid- 
able German positions have been captured 
by our troops on a half-mile front, and 
our gains are thus extended to the east of 
Courcelette. Sir Douglas Haig’s message 
concludes a week of remarkable progress. 
On all other fronts the news continues to 
be inspiring, and the Germans, if they are 
allowed to realise what is going on every- 
where, must see the writing on the wall. 
Given fine weather for-a few weeks, it is 
possible that we may see some important 
events develop in France. 

The most interesting war news of the 
day comes from Salonika. The British 
have at last crossed the Struma in force. 
That is: evident from the fact that they 
have crossed the river in three places. 
There is likely to be very stiff fighting in 


What is more, it is likely to be decisive. 
With Rumania in the field, the Allies now 
can make one big effort to knock out 
Turkey and Bulgaria, or, at any rate, to 
force Bulgaria to sue for peace. This 1s 
seund military strategy as well as good 
politics, From the military point, of 
view the Balkans, despite the geographical 
difficulties which they present, offer the 
‘best chance of dealing a decisive blow at 
the Central Powers. Just now there is 
reason to believe that Hinjdenburg is pre- 
pared to take the gambler’s chance and 
embark upon a winter campaign in the 
east. He hopes to deal a blow at Russia 
in the north He dare not, however, 
attempt that so long as Austria is in peril. 
Austria now would be at the mercy of the 
Allies, once the communication with Con- 
stantinople was cut or Bulgaria out of the 
way. Austria is staggering. She can 
oniy keep on her feet with the aid wf 
Turkey. The Turks are fighting before 
Halicz and Kovel, and at the present time 
Turkey provides the main stream of rein- 
forcements for both the Austrian and Ger- 
man armies. 
the stream of reinforcements, the down- 
fall of Austria is certain. 

The Prime Minister is to be asked, 
directly after the reassembling of Parlia- 
ment; whether the Government intends to 
raiso the military age to forty-five. If 
the limit were raised either to that figure 
or to forty-eight, a considerable number 
of members of Parliament would be placed 
under a new obligation, but this fact is 
not regarded as being of importance.

SALVAGE. 

The Press Association South-East Essex cor- 
respondent states that when the guns opened 
fire on the Zeppelin destroyed in South-East 
Essex the crew appeared to have emptied out 
their remaining bombs in an endeavour to rise 
out of danger, About thirty-five of these fell 
in a field near the village, but did no damage 
beyond breaking the windows of a country man- 
sion. The only casualty reported is a rabbit, 
now; the y of the vil policeman. An 
early visitor to the scene of destroyed Zep- 
pelin describes it “as in a fair state of 
salvage.” One gondola was caught in the 
trees, and the rest of the airship is lying in the 
field.

FALL OF THE RAIDER. 
VIVID NARRATIVE. 


A correspondent of the Press Association 
writes :—The scene of the latest airship disaster 
is in Essex. At present it is one of the liveliest 
localities, and, while the scenes do not, perhaps, 
rival Cuffley, they are such as have never been 
known in the district before, The exact spot 
where the raider came to grief was in & field, 
ahd the huge ship ‘lies a complete wreck of 
frame work in & hedge, which separates & grass 
meadow from a turnip field. Today the spot 
has been visited by thousands of s ora, 
who arrived in every imaginable kind of con- 
veyance, from the best appointed motor car to 
the coster’s donkey barrow. As the day wore 
oh and the sun threw off the heavy ground fox. 
the throng beeame more dense, and the police, 
special and volunteers, rendered valuable assist- 
ance along the reads and lanes leading to the 
farm. The wreck can only be seen by the 
general public'from a distance of several 
hundred yards, the approaches being guarded 
by soldiers with fixed berenstn, but the whole 
of the frame-work) like the skeleton of a huge 
monster, is distinctly visible, and the military 
could be seen working hard smong the wreck- 
age to get out more bodies, which had not 
fallen clear. 

. RESIDENT'S STORY. 

The story of how the airship came to earth 
was viridly told by a local resident, whese 
house is situated a very short distance from 
the spot where the visitor dropped. He said— 
When first we heard the Zeppelin the engines 
were distinctly audible. Of course nothing 
could be seen. Then everything was as silent 
as the grave. We next heard sound of explo- 
sions, like bombs dropping, and gun-firing. 
Eventually, after a long wait, we could again 
bear the engines throbbing, and I could pick 
out the airship as it came nearer. It looked 
like an enormous star, but it was clearly 
maving, and it seemed to be endeavouring te 
get to a higher altitude. Then it looked as if 
there was a fire inside, and we came to the 
conclusion that it had been hit. It remained go 
for a few seconds, the searchlights continually 
playing upon it, when suddenly she was lost 
entirely to view. Then as & fiash the flames 
shot forth, ran along the whole frame, and she 
was speedily enveloped from nose to stern. In 
this condition she seemed to travel a long way 
in our direction, gradually descending the 
while, It was 3 terrible moment for those 
living near. Where would it fall? was in tho 
minds, if not on the lips, of everyone under 
the flaming monster. 


DIVEO TO DEATH. 


We hurriedly got our children downstairs, 
and then watched in suspense until the flaming 
torch had passed out of the danger sone as far 
as we were concerned. It then suddenly made 
a dive and came to earth. Very soon after the 
airship fell the fire brigade arrived on the 
scene. The vessel had smashed a tree in its 
descent, and was partially hung up, which gave 
the flames a better chance. It burnt furiously, 
but fortunately there was a plentiful supply 
of water from a pond close by, and the brigade 
In the mean- 
time special constables and others had found 


field. Some were scorched and charred beyond 
recognition, but others were scareely burnt at 
all, and had apparently been’ killed from shock. 
The Commander, who was wearing the Iron 
Cross, was identified by the superior texture of 
his uniform. One body was picked up in a 
field about six hundred yards away and another 
was discovered in a ditch. 

The wrecked ship appears to be of a very 
modern type. The principal part of its con- 


struction is a beautifal lattice work of 


_aluminium alloy, and the wreckage covers eighty 


or a hundred yards of ground as she lies 
crumpled up. All the bodies as they were re- 
wovered were reverently placed on one side of 
the

THE DESTROYED 


RAIDER. 
VIVID ACCOUNTS OF HER 
FALL. 


(PRESS ASSOCIATION TELEGRAM.) 
Another correspondent says—The wreckage of 
the German airship which fell to earth in 
flames early this morning lies in a field. The 
only building in the immediate vicinity is a 
large barn, the nearest houses being several 
hundred yards away. The dwellers in those 
houses showed traces this morning of having 
passed through a very alarming experience. 
‘The Zeppelin passed right over this cottage,” 
said an old man of nearly seventy. “it was 
apparently coming from London, and the guns 
were firing at it. The searchlights had caught 
and held it, and as it approached we could see 
the shells bursting round it. The Zeppelin was 
right above this cottage, and very high up, 
when we noticed a red light, not very big at 
first, in the middle of it. The light seemed to 
grow, and almost before we had time to think 
about it the flames were shooting out from the 
centre of the airship, and running along its 
back in both directions. It seemed to waver, 
and for the minute we were afarid it was 
coming down on these cottages. But it gra- 
dually moved on. In a very short time the 
whole Zeppelin was blazing, and we could see 
right into tts works. Looking at it from below, 
we could see the framework at the top. Slowly 
the airship moved on, and the end gradually 
dropped. It was getting lower and lower, quite 
slowly, and when it was nearly on end it fell 
much more. quickly, and eame down with a 
crash over yonder by the trees. People round 
about rushed up there as quickly as possible. 
They could not get very near, because it was 
so hot. The Zeppelin had piled itself up, and 
was still blazing furiously. After a while they 
fetched a manual fire engine, and pumped 
water on the flames, and succeeded in putting 
them out. I was very glad to see it come 
down, but we had a bad ten minutes, 1 can 
tell you.” ' 


NOT SUCH A BROCK’S BENEFIT. 

“This airship, although it looked bigger, did 
not give us such a Brock’s benefit as the one at 
Cuffley,”’ said a Shenfield man, comparing the 
sight with the spectacle of three weeks ago. 
“The flames were much redder, and, though 
they lighted -up the country, I shouldn’t think 
they could be seen so far away. I saw pieces 
of the blazing stuff fall from the mass of fire, 
aud some people said they were men. You 
should have heard the row when the fire was 
first seen. People were out in the streets cheer- 
ing and shouting meaningless things in their 
excitement, and there was a perfect pande- 
monium of sirens and whistles from the river. 
People could at first hardly believe that they 
were watching the destruction of another Zep- 
pelin, and when they did realise it they almost 
went mad with joy.” 


LIKE A LIGHTED CIGAR. 

A lady who saw the spectacle from a distance 
said :—' The Zeppelin, when the flame first ap- 
ared, looked just like a cigar that had been 
ghted in the middle. 
quickly, until we could see the whole frame- 
work abjaze, and it looked just like a great 
cage of fire in the sky.” 


GUARDING THE FIELD. 


Soldiers ‘took possession of the fields around 
the wreckage at an early hour, and, as soon as 
possible, a search was made for tite bodies of 
the crew, and any important fragments of the 
mechanism. With daylight came an influx of 
sightseers on motors and cycles, and the first 
trains brought a crowd of people from the 
neighbouring. towns. Throughout the day, 
people flocked from all directions to the scene 
of the wreck. Some of the bodies were found 
clear of the pile of wreckage, terribly injured 
and charred. One or two, however, show few 
signa of burning. An examination of the re- 
mains of the airship resulted in the discovery 
of other bodies, and by noon these had been 
borne on stretchers by soldiers to a neighbour- 
ing barn. The wreckage could only be seen 
trom a distance. It was evident from the ap- 
pearance of the ruins that the Zeppelin had 
struck the earth end on, with great force, and 
had piled itself up in a high heap of metal, 
which shone with a white flame. The airship 
fell upon a tree, of which the tall trunk, bare 
of all branches, rose from the wreckage like a 
stake. Other trees near by were blasted by the 
heat. Although they were not allowed within 
many yards of the remains of the airship, 
souvenir hunters set to work in the neighbow- 
ing field, and many pieces of aluminum of 
varying sizes were picked up.

APPEARANCE OF THE 
FALLEN ZEPPELIN. 

A Press Association representative, who yester- 
day saw the airship which met her-fate in 
Southern Essex, and whose crew perished, says: 
Its twisted skeleton lay inert, like the carcase 
of a whale, on the seashore. Not a trace of 
the envelope appeared to have been left on the 
skeleton, and, trom the state in which it ap- 
peared, it was difficult for the uninitiated to 
form any very clear impression as to how the 
framework was originaily constructed. The 
Zeppelin had evidently descended by the nose, 
almost vertically, and had fallen its full length 
on the ground, with very little telescoping, but 
the crossed sparwork of the frame had been 
twisted into tortuous shapes by the heat, and 
had flattened out after touching the ground. 
Altogether, the débris made a far more impos- 
ing show than that of its predecessor at Cuffley. 
A. witness of the Zeppelin’s descent said he 
thought some of her crew jumped out or were 
tipped out of their car owing to the fact that 
the ship was standing on her head. All whose 
bodies were seen seemed to have been burned 
to death. The fields were scattered with pieces 
of the Zeppelin, which had fallen out of her. 
One of the petrol tanks seemed to be riddled 
with bullet holes.

RUSSIAN REPORTS. 

The following official communiqué was issued 
at Petrograd on Saturday — 

Western Front.—On the morning of the 22nd 
inst., in the region cf Lake Mashod, the enemy 
launched a gas attack, which lasted for about 
two hours. 

In the intetval between the waves of gas, 
the enemy attempted to take the offensive in 
massed formation, but was driven back to his 
trenches each time by our machine gun fire, 
artillery, and musketry fire.

Aviation.—On the Somme front our 
aviators yesterday fought 50 engagements, 
in the course of. which four enemy 
machines were brought down, while four 
others were seen to fail in a damaged con- 
dition, but their descent could not be fol- 
lowed to the ground. Two other machines 
were also obliged to come down. 

During these fights Warrant-Officer 
Dorme brought down his eleventh German 
machine in the neighbourhood of Goyan- 
court. 

Lieutenant Duellin brought down his 
seventh machine south of Doingt. War- 
rant-Officer Tarascon brought down his 
sixth aeroplane south-west of Herfry. The 
fourth German machine reported as having 
been brought down came crashing to the 
ground south-west of Rocquigny. In the 
region of Verdun Warrant-Officer Weroir, 
attacking a German machine at very close 
quarters, brought it down on its lines 
north of Douaumont. This is the tenth 
machine brought down by this pilot.

The Press Association special war correspon- 
dent at British Headquarters in France, writing 
on Saturday, says :— 

A return of fine, dry weather has brought 
signs of a great revival of activities along the 
front of the British offonsive. Notwithstanding 
a series of heavy counter-attacks by the Ger- 
mans, we have steadily progressed Brood the 
original gains of the great battle of the 15th. 
Between Courcelette and Flers we last night 
rushed forward on a front of about one thou- 
gand yards a strong fortified position which 
had caused considerable trouble. Our gains 
during nine days extend in places to a depth 
of territory of 3,500 yards. e German losses 
are believed to have been proportionately 
heavier in this period than at any time since 
the beginning of the big push, owing to the 
costly character of the many unsuccessful 
counter-atiacks delivered. Once again, as a 
commentary upon the pest week's operations, 
we may say with equanimity: ' Look at the 
map.

SERIOUS FIRE IN DERRY, 


MANURE WORKS BURNED, 
(PROM. OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
: LONDONDERRY, Sarvurpay. 

A serious fire, resulting in several thousand 
pounds damage, occurred at William Goulding 
and Company's Manure Works at Lisabally, 
near Derry. A series of explosions took place 
on Saturday night at 11 o'clock in the depart- 
ment where an acid was stored. A number of 
large tanks containing the liquid collapsed, 
flooding portion of the premises, and the fire 
shortly afterwards broke out. The services of 
the Derry Fire Brigade were uisitioned, and 
when the men arrived it was found that the 
flames had a strong hold on a considerable part 
of the works, which, it was obvious, it would 
be impossible to save. Utilising water from the 
River Foyle, clos to which the premises are 
situated, the brigade successfully directed their 
efforts towards preventing the spread of the 
fire to the other departments. The fire raged 
for over six hours, and, in consequence of the 
proximity of the works to the Midland Rail- 
way line, a goods train containing large quan- 
tities of flag was held up for a considerable 
time. Explosions occurred from time to time 
throughout the night, rendering the work of the 
brigade hazardous. © flames illuminated the 
sky for miles around, and large crowds gathered 
from De City, and as far distant as Lima- 
vady and the surrounding districts. The portion 
of the premises in which the explosions occurred 
has been completely démolished.
